History’s Tale Of The Virginia Dare Winery 


In 1961 the Garrett Company, 
owners of the Virginia Dare Win- 
ery in Cucamonga, got ‘‘cold 
feet’’ with the wine industry and 
liquidated all their holdings, Now 
the gutted out shell of their pre- 
viously lively business has be- 
come an “‘eyesore’’ tothe locals, 

Perceptive photographers, al- 
ways on the lookout for new sights 
to shoot, inquisitive reporters 
and Hollywood movie moguls 
seeking new ‘‘sets’’ see the emp- 
ty, Spanish-styled buildings quite 
difterently, Visions ot grandeur 
dance in their heads and the pos- 
sibilities of the haunting old 
buildings are unlimited! 

Judging from the numerous 
calls the county tax assessor’s 
office receives requesting in- 
formation about the owners of the 
building, someone besides van- 
dals is interested in the place, 
The California - Spanish styled 
buildings resemble missions -- 
and rightly so, since they were 
constructed in 1910 through the 
efforts of Henry Klusman and 
Paul Post, who contracted the 
same architect who designed 
Riverside’s Mission Inn, (The 
two men operated it as ‘‘Mis- 
sion’? Winery for three years 
before Garrett Company bought 
it out.) 

In the 11 years the winery has 
been left vacant, it’s mainly been 
used as a backdrop for various 
movies and has appeared fairly 
regularly in television series, 
Dr. Jack Japenga from the Al- 
len- Wallace Corporation in Glen- 
dora, said that his company is in 
the process of buying the former 
winery from Great Western Sav- 
ings and Loan Company, He said 
the building is included in univer- 
sal Studios and Warner Brothers 
“‘list of properties’’ and they’ve 
requested to lease the buildings 
for such shows as Cannon, Man- 
nix, Sarge and Combat, Inthe past 
the old walls have been used as 
background for war stories -- 
resembling a bombed out shell of 
a building. 

This Friday night viewers will 
have another chance to see the 
familiar landmark on the detec- 
tive series, ‘‘Banyon’’ at 10 p.m, 
The show is about a disappearing 
prize fighter that Banyon tries to

Japenga said his corporation 
took over when John Barnett and

mous winery. Foothill Blvd, still 
curves to allow room for the palm 
trees around the winery, 

The story goes that Klusman 
and Post only built the winery lx 
cause they couldn't sell the
